There is an issue that has come up that should concern 
all Ontario Amateur Radio Operators. MPP John 
O’Toole, Durham recently introduced a Private 
Members Bill to forbid operation of all radio devices 
(cell phones, fax machines, etc.) in a vehicle. While 
Amateur Radio is not mentioned, it is not exempted. 
I strongly suggest you send a letter to Mr. O’ Toole, 
your local MPP’s and the Minister of Transportation 
expressing your concern. As of today (April 3, 2008) 
both I and RAC President Goodwin have sent letters 
to Mr. O’Toole, and other Ontario Politicians. If you 
would like a template from either me or President 
Goodwin please email me at ve3xt@raqc.ca. If you 
choose not to send a letter yourself, please ask you 
local ARES Reps and Club Secretary to send a letter 
on behalf of your local ARES/Amateur Radio Club. 
If we are forbidden to operate mobile, it would have a 
very detrimental affect to Public Service and our 
ARES Operations. This is important; we must nip it 
in the bud. Please act on this. 

Canwarn the Environment Canada affiliation with 
Radio Amateurs across Canada will be holding more 
training sessions in Ontario this April and May. If you 
are interested in becoming a severe weather spotter
